DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5 and 7-9 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Initially, the amendments to the claims overcome the rejections made under 35 
U.S.C. 101 in the previous Office Action. Claim 1 now recites a receiving device 
comprising a loss determining device and an adjuster. These recitations would limit the 
claimed receiving device to statutory hardware embodiments and exclude embodiments 
where the claimed receiving device comprised nothing but software "modules". Claim 9 
recites an act of determining is implemented by a loss determining device and 
performing amplitude adjustment by an adjuster. Because claim 9 recites a particular 
machine implementing the claimed steps, claim 9 is considered a statutory process. 

With respect to the prior art, Yoder discloses a receiving device. However, Yoder 
and the additional prior art of record does not disclose or suggest the amplitude 
adjustment is made by any one of shifting a waveform axis of the signal waveform, 
making an absolute value of the amplitude of the signal waveform smaller than a 
predetermined reference amplitude, and attenuating the amplitude of the signal 
waveform at a given rate of attenuation. Claims 1 -5 and 7-9 are therefore allowed.
